. ■ In  accordance  with  Circular  2773  (Wales)  I beg  to 

submit  a short  report  cn  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of 
the  Borough  for  the  year  1942. 

^IJLTHS^  There  were  Thirteen- live  births  during  the  year, Three  Males 
and  Ten  Females,  giving  a Birth  Rate  of  14,6  The  Birth  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1942  was  15.8. 

There  was  one  illegitimate  birth.  Two  children  were  Still  Born 
one  Male  and  one  Female. 

There  were  Eight  deaths  during  the  year, One  male  and 
Seven  Females,  giving  a death  rate  fof  9. 00  per  1000. 

Tne  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.6.  This  has  been  the 
low esc  aeath  rate  for  many  years,
